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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This non final action is in response to an after final amendment filed on February 
19, 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kumar 
6,364,662 in view of Ashman 6,325,627. 

4. Re claim 29, Kumar teaches a single one-piece multifunctional rotary tool bit 10 
for a drilling and cutting system adapted for preparing an osteotomy in a bone with an 
osteotomy locator tip 38 and a redirectable tip formed at the distal end of said cutting 
and drilling blade 24 to locate an osseous implant site and prevent wandering and 
slipping of said tip, the cutting and drilling blade 24 has multifaceted cutting edges 34 for 
creating a crestal bone height reducer which removes bony particulate material (col. 3, 

II. 29-31), the proximal end of said cutting and drilling blade 24 comprises a tapered 
countersink (tapers from where reference 26 ends to where reference #44 begins as 
shown in Figure 3). Kumar also discloses the last portion of the proximal end of said 
cutting and drilling blade immediately after said tapered countersink further comprises a 
gross osseous crestal bone height reducer 44. The tool bit 10 further comprises an 
osteocom pressor (inherently the bone is compressed by the tool bit) operatively 
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connected to said gross osseous crestal bone height reducer 44. The apparatus taught 
by Kumar, as illustrated in fig. 3, teaches each structural limitation claimed by the 
applicant. Kumar does not specifically teach each of the different structures functioning 
as claimed by the applicant, however, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use the device as claimed since the 
method of use is obvious from the structure. 

5. Kumar does not teach using a synthetic bone graft material mixed with the bony 
particulate material to reconstruct bone structures. 

6. Ashman teaches a synthetic bone graft material mixed with the bony particulate 
material to reconstruct bone structures (col. 3, II. 41-56). 

7. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify Kumar in view of Ashman in order to promote faster and more 
effective growth of bone as taught by Ashman (col. 3, II. 54-56).
